And this Jay minds us of fire ; not of fire 
from heaven(for thoſe Pioneers of Rome might 
have called as tong, and as loud for fire, as thoſe. 
Prieſts did, who conteſted with Elijab, before,

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any fire would have come from heaven, to have 
conſumed what they intended for a Sacrifice ) 
but of fire from Hell, to have laid waſte and de- 
ſtroyed, net. ſome'poor country Village, like this 
of K Samaritans, nor any conſiderable Town 
neither, buran Aſſembly of men then met roge- 
ther, of more worth and value; of -far greater 
cohcesnment, than Samarsa, and 'all the Towns 
and Villages about: ic. . For the Plot was of that 
{ad conſequence, - that if it had taken effe&, it 
had cut off the Blood Royal, root and,branch , 
deſtroyed our Nobfles, Prieſts, Judges, and the 
Repreſentatives of the whole Nation, had turn- 
ed thefe goodly Piles of Building into heaps of 
rubbiſh, and ( which was the greateft miſchief, ) 
had changed the Fruth and Purity of our Reh- 
gion, into Idofatry and Cuperſtition. = 
The Motion of the two diſciples, and the de= 
fien of our Adverfaries of Rome, were both of 
them for deftrntion, and tor deſtruQion by that 
mercileſs element of Fire, which aQts as they do, 
ad extremum virium.

How have Incendiaries, 
like the Jewsſb Zelots, urged Texts for Blood- 
ſhed, and undertaken to prove the ſl:ughter of 
their Brethren (yea, of their own Jawful Prince 
and Soveraign”) warrantable by the word of 
God? Hath it not ( even to the ruine of one 
of the moſt flouriſhing Kingdoms in the World) 
been made a piece of Religion, to divide the 
Kingdom. againſt it (elf, to divide the King from: 
His People, and His People from their Peace? 
Have not men been taught, that they could not 
give God his due, 1h chey gave Ceſar his ;- and 
that the enly way to preſerve themſelves in the 
grace and favour of the one, ' was quite” to de- 
face, and blot out the Image and Superſcription 
of the. other ? Was not a moſt unnatural Civil 
War called, The burden of the Lord, and under-

Religion, between the Fews and Samaritans. 
The Fews have no dealings with the Samaritans

And on che other file, Who are they that 
deny this Common Ciwility, Samaritans? Then 
they are enemics t0 Jernjalem, Hereticks in Re- 
ligion, ſo Sacrifice them to the fire, call for. fire 

rom beaven to cohſnme them. 

This deadly tetrd, this mutual and mortal ha- 
tred, as it opened a'way to the Fews War, in 
the days of Clandizs the Emperor, (Cumanus 
being then his Deputy in Syria) which ended 
not, but in an utter deſolation both of Jews and 
Sawaritens : So the like upon every occaſion, 
will ariſe in any Nation,where there is tolerated 
a diverſity of Religions, which is always made 
ule of, as a fair \ 1zard for any foul Deſign. 

And no Feuds are more deſperately impla- 
cable, no Swords more infatiably thirſty of 
blood, than ſuch as are drawn upon the ſcore 
of Religion. Was not this the pretence of the 
Plotters of this days Treaſon ? The Popiſh Re- 
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ligion, the Catholick Cauſe that muſt bs ad. 
vanced, the Popes Supremacy muſt be acknow- 
ledged, and no Religion publickly profeſſed, 

but "by bis allowance. And to efte& this, the 
prodigious Traitors muſt put in execution Pope 
Clement's Brief, to extirpate a Proteſtant Prince 
and his Family, from being Kings over our 1ſra- 
el. And though the Biſhop of Rome never had 
any more juſt right and title to the Kingdom of 
England, than the Biſhop of Paris, or Toledo 
cari juſtly lay claim to, yet how have ſome of 
his Succeſfors claimed a power to diſpoſe of this 
Kingdom at their pleaſure? Pope Innocent the 
. Fourth ( as Matthew Paris tel us ) before his ' 
Colledge of Cardinals, declared, That the King 
of England was his Vaſſal, nay,his Slave ;(ſuch 
a term of diſgrace to be given toany Sovereign 
Prince, that none but that man of ſin would 
have uſed it ) And ſurely from hence it is, that 
ſucceeding Popes have been fo free on all occaſj- 
ons, of turning theſe their Vaſtals out of their 
Dominions, of commanding their SubjeRs to 
deny chem obedience, and all to take up Arms 
againſt them. Thus it was done by Paul the 
Third againſt King Herry the Eighth. And Paul 
the Fourth would not acknowledge Queen El;- 
zebeth's right to the Kingdom, becauſe it was a

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Fee of the Papacy, and ſaid, It was boldly done 
of her to aſſume it without his leave. And 
therefore Pius the Fifth depoſed her ; and fo 
did Gregory the Thirteenth ; And Sixtus Quin- 
tas gave away her Dominions to the King of 
Spain. And, in the lace unnatural rebellion 
in Ireland, the oyal Catholicks there ſubmitc- 
ted that unhappy Kingdom to his Holineſs, Pope 
Urban'the Eighth. And afterwards, (as we Amber of 
are credibly 1 inforna ') Pope Innocent the Tenth robes 
beſtow'd it-as a favonr upon his Siſter; or ra- *"<<- 
ther his dear Miſtriſs, Donna Olympia. 
Now, what hath been done, we have reaſon 
to believe will be ated again. For, 

In the next place, ſee how their Principles 
agree with their PraCtices ; they are not aſham- 
ed to own them in Print.

the true Oracles, had his Ragings; | and Trances

And have not we known juſt ſuch Juglers, 
who, in broaching their own Fancies for God's 
Dit ates, did ſet up falſe Oracles, in which they 
wee to the People, both the Deities and the 
Pricits ? whoſe pernicious Lyes had a kind of 
Holy Extaſte and Rapture put upon them? And 
as often as they had a mind to deceive the Peo- 


ple, 


—we the Deja owns. 
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ple, to bring about any Plot or Projedt, (they 
could preſently ſnatch themſelves up into the 
third Heaven, and could return from thence as 
full of Holy Fition and Rapture, as St. Paul 
did of Wonder and Aſtonifthment. In the de- 
livery of which Fictions te the People, there 
was much more Cozenage, that the Lips of the 
Reporters, for that time, might - ſeem to be 
touched with a Coal from the Altar ; and God, 
by-the ſecret influence and inſtinct of his Holy 
Spirit; might be thought to be rhe kindler of 
that Coal. 

An injury of that bold , impudent, pro- 
fane nature , that the eaſieſt thing which can 
be ſpoken. of it, is this, That. it s fnore than 
a breach of the Third - Commandment : For 
there, we are only forbid, Not to take the Name 
of God:in wain; that is, not to mingle him 
with our ordinary , raſh, light, impertinent 
Diſcourſes ; or not to forſwear onr ſelves by 
him ; or call upon him to be a witneſs to our 
Perjuries. But they , who vent thetr own fi- 
niſter Plots, for his Inſpirations, and tell the 
People, that God puts them upon ſuch De- 
ſigns, do not only take his Name in vain, but 
do commit a Sin worle than Perjury : For that 
only calls him tobe a Witneſs to an Untruth, 
but:

ſmall conſequence, true, or falſe. | 

I. That St. Peter had ſome Precedency be- 


fore the reſt of the Apoſtles, is athing we ſhall 


not much quarrel about ; That he was Biſhop 
of Rome, and the Pope his Succeſſor; That the 
Biſhops of Rome antiently had, and might fill 
be allowed to -have ſome Precedency before 
other Biſhops in the World, if that would 
content them, we need not much ſtand with 
them about it : But upon this imaginary Sys, 
premacy to raile a real Monarchy, and to claim 
an abſolute Juriſdiction over all the Earth, with 
a Power to diſpoſe of Crowns and Kingdoms, 
as he ſhall ſee cauſe, for the benefit of the 
Church ( that is, hiszown ) toere& a perpetual 
ſtanding Conſiſtory, to which all men muſt, 
and from which none may appeal; theſe are 
ſuch Priviledges as St. Peter never had, nor 
his Succeſlors for many FN ever challeng 'd; 
ro 
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to which he hai no Title but Ufurpation: And 


'thongh no Scripture be for it, and the beſt An- 


tiquity againſt it, yet it is fuch a Jewel, as the 


- Pope muſt not part with ; for if he do, he will 


be begeard. 
: 2, For Purgatory : 'Tis not material in it 
ſe}f, whether it be, or where it be ; no more 
than the World in the Moon ; but fo long as 
that falſe:Fire ferves to mamtain a true one,and 
his Holineſs's Kitching ſmokes with the Rents 
he receives 'for releaſing Souls from thence , 
which never came there, it concerns him .and 
his to fee tot, that it be not ſuffered to go out. 
. For Indulgences and Pardons : No matter 
tothe Pope whether the Purchaſers reap any 
ofit by them or not, ſare he is, he himſelf 
does; and ſuch gainful DoQrine muſt not be 
diſcountenanced. | 

4. For Prayers for the Dead : Suppoſe they 
do them no good, yet they do them no harm; 
And if that DoQrine-ſhould be decryed, Alas ! 
How ſhould many poor Maſs-Prieſts do to live, 
who have no other means of Subſiſtence ? 

s. For Auricular Conteffion : Their great In- 
telligencer, and Leigier-Nuncio, the main Curb 
of the Laity, whereby the Clergy hold them in 
awe, in being admitted” to all the Secrets of 


States, 


” 
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Stares, and Families , thereby. to- work-their 
Purpoſes, their Plots and ProjeQts:; and ſhould 
that go down, then farewel Popery. | 

6. Laſtly. For the Power of Diſpenſations, 
upon extraordinary Exigents, to call in Subſi- 
dies : What a Maſs of Money: doth that bring 
in to the Pope's Cofters ? That one Ponckngt of 
it, which concerns Marriages withia the De- 
grees prohibited by the Word of God, how 
doth: that tie whole: Kingdoms to his Holineſs 
Devotion, who may. pronounce their Princes 
Baſtards, or Legitimates at his pleaſure ? 

All theſe, and many other Doftrines: of the 
like Nature, are Matters of meer Intereſt, and 
Advantage ; and if there were no Gain to be 
reaped from them, their chicfeſt Champions 
would be aſhamed of them. 

To theſe we may add many other Inventions 
of that Church, as, 

'N Ignorance, the Mother of their Devo- 
tion, which they are bound to by Vow, and 
under the ſevereſt Penalties ; {o that it is a mor» 
tal Sin,ſo much as to doubt of any part of their 
Religion. And this is their Childrens play, to 
blind-fold Men, that they may beat them 
2. Miracles, whereof the Church hath no 
need now, but to reveal Antichriſt, and to draw 
E 2 Men 
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Men to ſay, that Simon Magus is the great Pow- 
er of God. 


' 3. A ſteddy forge of ſublimated Diſtin&i- 


ons, kept up by the School-men , and Jefuits, 


waiting upon the Pope's Determination, to 


+ make Virtue Vice, and Vice Virtue ; and this is 


to confound and entangle the more curious and 
mquiſitive,ſo that with a Gooſe-quill, within four 
DiſtinCtions, they are able to remoye any King's 
Crown from his Head. And then, FleSere þ 
nequeant ſuperos, Acheronta movebunt ; They can 
compile Legends, geld Authors, ſtab Kings, 
blow up Parliaments, convert Infidels by killing 
Thouſands, and ſending them up Martyrs in 
Fiery Chariots into Heaven : They can fet the 
Devil on work about God's bufinefs 


.- In a word: If wedo but look tothe Scope 
and Coherence of their Tenets and Practices, 
we ſhall find Popery, for the moſt part, to he 
but a meer Contrivance of the Wit of Man, 
an Invention of Ambition, Covetonſneſs, Senſua- 
lity, built upon Humane Traditions, and thoſe 
many times contrary to the Canon of Scripture, 
and fetted Rules of Duty. And therefore the 
Profefſors of that DoCtrine are not of the Go- 
Spirit; ;

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4» The Spirit of Elias was a Zelotick Spirit. 
As he went to Heaven in a whiul-wind, "fo he 
came to Ahab m a Fempeſt, with an Oath, and 
Threatning in his mouth, 1 King t 7. 1. His zeal 
was often 1n an exceſlive tervency, had fire went 
along with it ;,. and in that he was a great preſi- 
dent of ſharp; unzadiciary' proceedings againſt 
MalefaGors.: So we read of him, 2 King .(to 
which, the motion 'of the. cwo Diſciples in the 
Text refers ) how he call d for fire from Heaven 
upon the firſt Captain and his Fifty, and upon 
the ſecond: Captain and his Fifty. Which was 
an unuſual extraordinary way of proceeding in 


Judgement : for which; at that time, he had di- 


rection by Gods Spirit 3 asis evident by Gods 
an{wering his call, and ſending down that Fire 
he called for. 

Now though there ate. examples of this Na- 
ture to be met with frequently,in Joſephns,and 
ſometimes in the Story of the New Teſtament, 
yetnone of them are blameleſs, but have ſome 
reprehenfion, ſome note of God's reproot, and 


ſober men's diſlike fixed upon them. 


Toſephus tells ns, how by an hurry and -up-L-4. cm. | 


roar of the Zelots, and the Sicariz, Twelve hun- 
dred were ſlain, and thoſe of the better: ſort of 
the people, the chief of the Nation. And when 
they 
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they had done that miſchief, they boaſted of 
hileſions that they-were the Preſervers and 
Saviouts' of the City. A Se& they were moſt 
ſadly pernicious to the Fews themſelyes, who 


did not only haſten and 


tate the deſtru- 


fionof that Common-wealth, *bat made it ſo 
miſerable, and calamitous, ieticit the deſtruQion 
came. The ſame Author tells us, how the Ro- 
man Emperors were peſter'd with them ; and 
were forced at lefigth to put ther to the ſword, 


and ſcatter them, 


In the Scripture we read "IR times of the 
miſchief which they did; St. Parl had been torn 
in pieces by them, if the chief Captain Lyſiay 
had not reſcued him'from thoſe- Conſpirators, 
who had- bound themſelves under a Curſe, that 
they would neither eat nor drink,, till they had hil- 
Jed hin. And thoſe turbulent ſpied who ſet 
the City in an uproar, and, in a tumultuar 
way, aſſaulted the _ of Faſon, were of that

that party, that St. Stephen 


dr ſtoned ; for though he' was 
weak a of blaſphemy, and falſe witneſſes pro- 
duc'd, yet afterwards we read of nothing, that 
legally palſs'd againſt him.

'Tis not to know how far our irregular di- 
ſtemper d paſſions will hurry us; in which num- 
ber, I crave leave to give the preheminence to 
that, which the Scripture calls Zi2o;, which being 


one of the moſt vigorous, active, head-ſtrong | 


paſſions of the Soul, 'tis therefore, in Scripture, 
moſt commonly bridled and curbed in witte fit- 
ting qualifications and reſtriftions. | 

"Fo r thenſe of the Word in Holy Writ, find, 
upon enquiry, that the primitive Ziz:, the verb 
Zn, and the verbal Z-wwrrg, do occur three 
and chirty rimes in the New Teſtament. ' In 
three of which only * tis ſimply taken in good 
part ; in fifteen, 'tis limited and reſtrained by 


the object, as the zeal of God, the zeal of his 


Houſe, 'the zeal of his Law; the zcal iof Good 
Works, exc. In all other places it lies under 
an imputation of ſome crime. *'Tis that” which! 
(if we may-/judge of it, by thoſe Attendants, 


with which it is ufaally coupled by the Apoſtles )'

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the elder Siſter of ſtrifes, and diviſions; as being 
uſually joyned-with- thoſe other works of the 
fleſh, debates, back-bitings , whiſperings, ſwel- 
linge, rmmles, hatred, —_ or enmlations, ſedi. 
1207s, bereft es, Gal. G. 2 ©. 'T13 that FXPLS Zndog 
( James 3. 14, that Gall which will embitter 
and {ower every thing that comes near it, put 
Men upon cruel, bloudy, abominable  aſlaflina- 
tions, inflicting death ( and.-that with ſavage 
cruelty ) - without- any legal proceedings , but 
meerly to ſatisfy their malice, and bring abouc 
their pernicious deſigns. 

And this is that. Spirit of Elzas, which,in this 
place,is moſt evidently and ſharply reprehended 
by our Saviour, in his Diſciples, and all his 
followers, Te know not what manner of Spirit ye 
are of. 

5. If we obſerve the whole ſtory of Elias, we 
ſhall find his Spirit, in ſome caſes, to have been 
the Spirit of Execration, calling for Curſes, and 
heavy Judgements upon Mens perſons, 2 King. 
2. 24. a;ftrame of ſpirit, direaly oppoſite 
to the Spirit of the Goſpel. Where we have 
not only many Patterns, but Precepts to the 
: contrary. Put on, as the Ele& of God, bowels 


.of mercy, kindneſs, Ly caring : forbearing 


one another. And walk worthy of the vocation 
wherewih 
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wherewith you are call'd, with all lowlineſs » GAA FcS4 x 


meekneſs, with long-ſuffering, forbearing on > a4tg-

teons, not rendring evil for evil, or railing for rai-** 


ing, but contrariwiſe Vleſſng, knowing that _yout 
are thereunto calld, that you ſhould inherit a ' 
bleſſing. Our Church hath taught us to Pray, 
That God would abate the Pride, aſlwage the 
Malice, and confound the Devices of our Ene- 
mies ; but not an ill zthought, not a bad wiſh, 
much leſs a ſevere att ( as private men ) muſt 
we commit againſt their perſons. If they be 


.

our enemies, when they hunger » we miſt feed 20, 


them, when they thirſt we muſt give them 
drink, Nay, if they be enemies of God, and 
of his Chyzch, we are to leave them to. the 
Law, not to curſe, or conſume them ; we have 
our Saviour's Word for it, in the words of my 
Text, in his reprehenſion of the motion of his 
two Diſciples. So they, who let fly their. Thug- 
der-bolts, ſcatter thick their Anathema's, and 
by their Spiritual Aſſafſinacy, curſing Mens Per- 
ſons, with Bell, Book and Candle, jmake way 
for Bloud and Slaughter, and after that, in 
ticir Martyrologies, place their Murderers. as 
Martyrs, they may call them clve, Men of the 
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Society of Feſus, but they are of another Spi- 
rit, far different from. the Spirit of the Lord 
Jeſns ; They are not of the Goſpel-Spirir. 
Well, now *tis time to tell you what the 
Goſpel-*pitit is: And that we have done in 
part already, by ſetting down what the Mind 
of Chriſt was, and how he behav'd himſelf in 
his Conflids towards his malitious Enemies., 
who deſpitefully us'd. him. And, by his meek 
and merciful behaviour towards them, we may 
gather, that men of _—_ Malice, of Cor- 
rupt Principles, Hereticks, and Schiſmaticks may 


be capable of Humanity, and Mercy : ( for, 


tho in ſome cafes we may be forced to ſay 
with St. Paul, I wiſh that they were cut off that

2. For his Apoſtles :tho ' their main work 
was for Heaven, yet were they very ſollicitous 
to ſettle Peace upon Earth, by prefiing home 
obedience unto Magiſtrates. Submit your ſelves 
to-every Ordinance of Man, for the Lords ſake, 
1 Pet. 8:13. Pray for Kings, and all - in Autho- 
rity, 1 Tim 2. 2. And the fame Apoſtle delivers 
his mind fully,and plainly, Roxz. 13.1: Let every 
Soul be ſubje& to the bigher Powers.And obſerve 
with what carneſtneſs he repeats it, as ithe had 
foreſcen- the Rebellious times; which we have 
felt, wherefore you muſt needs be ſubject, not only 
for W rath, but for Conſcience ſake ; not only fos 
fear what the Prince may, but for what 
God will inflict , the moſt terrible judgment 
within the compaſs of ' humane apprehenſ on, 
Damnation.

| The Emperors, for the firſt Three hundred 
years afer Chriſt, for, the generality, were 've- 
ry bad; but eſpecially to the Chriſtians, they 
were bloud y and cruel : And yet-we never read 
of any Inſurretion of the. Chriſtians againſt 
them, tho they were in a condition to. doit, 

The Theban Legion were all Chriſtians; when 
the Emperor commanded the whole Army to. 
- offer Sacrifice to falſe Gods, they.removed their 
Quarters,. that they might , if poſlible; avoid 
the. occaſion. of diſplealing the Emperor. He 
ſummons them a ſecond time. to perform. that 
» Worſhip : They return an humble denial. The 
Emperor, not content with -that anſwer, puts 
themtoa Decimation ; to which they: ſubmit 
with much chearfulncls, and die, praying) for 
their Perſecutors.

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Nats he ud them, the Chriſtians were better 
| inſtructed than to hold Reſiſtance lawful : Nos 


judicinm Det ſuſpicinrus, ec. We with patience 
ſubmit,and kiſs the Rod that ſcourgeth us. Though 
they bawve no juſt cauſe to torment us , yet there 
is:too much cauſe why we ſhonld ſuffer. We 
aneſt acknowledge our $; ins againſt God , and he 
may puniſh us, in what way he thinks fe ; ; how- 
__ refiſt we muſt not. | 
And again, In his 37 Paragraph of that Apo- 
logetick , he tells the Emperour, That his C:tzes, 
Iſlands, Caſtles, Councils, Armies, bis Palace, 
and Conrts of Tudicatnre, were fl d with Chri- 
ftians :, Sic non deeflet nobis vis copiarum : Tf 
we bad z mintl,, we conld not want Force to r ws, , 
but we dare not love our Bodies, to the eternal loſs 
aud perdition of our Souls.We wiſh to the Emperor 
along Lifc,az happy Reign,aValiant Army,a faith- 
ful Council, a ſober People, and a quiet World - 
Such as theſe were their Wiſhes towards their 
Emperours, though Heathens and Perſecutors. 
:'!Thus you ſee the Minds of Chriſt,”kis- Apo- 
files and the Primitive Chriſtians, in that great 
Point of Obedience to Magiſtrates. Fhere- 
tore, they who raiſe Tumults, aber Rebellions, 
ſct:on foot Plots-and Conſpiracies , teach Do- 
 Grines to Muzther Prices; are' not of the Go- 
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lpek-Sp iritz\ the ſame mind 18 not in them, that 
wasin hat Jeſus, who came wot to deſtroy MENS, 


lives, but to ſaw: theme. 

And here we are met together this day, to 
bleſs God for ſaving us from our enemies, from 
the Hands of all thoſe, who did, and yerdo 5 
implacably hate us 

For tho, by the od Providence of Hea- 
ven, . we happily eſcaped the fatal Fifth of 
November ; yet the ſame good Providence hathy 


diſcover d another Plod and ' Conlpiracy, con- 


crivd by thoſe, who a&t according. to: their 
Principles. A- dangerous Plot,ygeeply laid, fe. 
cretly carried oft,; and thatiſtumbles at nothing, 
that lies in therr way ; not at the Life of rhe 
King himſelf, tho a Prince of ſo much .

Therefore, if you have any Love of your Re- 
kgion, { as I know you have a great loveofit)' 
a Religion,which our late Dread Sovereign, had) 
made ſo judiciouſly his Own, that for the Pu- 
rity, and Preſervation of ic, He made Himſelf a 
Sacrifice 3 and amongſt other DireQions to His 
$6f1 and Succeffor , 'our- Dread Sovereign that 
now is, (and whom GOD long preſerve ) 
left this for one, and the chieteſt, above all the 
reſt - T (hall give, you tin-thofe words, which 
came from: His Gvn iacomparable Per: - 77-372 
But if Tou never live to ſee my Face again , 
and GOD will have Me buricd in ſuch a. barba« 
nans Impriſonment -and Obſcurity, ' I require and 
intreat Ton, as. Your: Father, and Tour K I NG, 
that Ton never ſuffer Tour Heart to receive the 
teaft check agarnſt, or diſaffeSlion from the True 
Religion, bftabliſhed in the Church of England. 
+ T tellTon, T have tried it, and after much 
ſearch, and many Diſputes , bawe concluded it 10 
62 the beft in the World , not only in tEe Commus- 
zity, as Chriſtian, but alſo in the ſpecial Notion; 
as Reformed ; keeping the mi..dle way between the 
Pomp o Superſtitions Tyranny, and the Meanzefs 
i Fantaftique Anarchy. | If 
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If therefore You have any love of that True, 
Reformed, Approved Religion, any abhorrency 
of the oroſleſt Superſtition, (fo grots, that they 
muſt forſake their Reaſon , and cnſe too who 
embrace it) if any regard for the Lite and Satc- 
ty of His Majeſty:;, if any Concernment for the 
Peace and Welfare of the Nacion ; if any care 
of Self-preſervation, to eſcape horrid Matlacres, 
and the utmoſt Rage of Perſccurion, ( for 'tis 
well known (if they had power) how little 
Moderation they would uſe) it highly concerns 
You to take into your ſpeedy and ferious Con- 
fideration, what Remedies are fit and ſuitable to 
be applied, for Preſerving the King's Sacred Per- 
ſon, and fupprefling the growing Power of 
Thole,i in whole Succeſs we muſt forfeit all thoſe 
Intereſts, be undone our Selves, and leave Ido- 
latry and Superſtition tv our Poſterity. 

And being deeply ſenſible of the imminent 
danger both the King and Kingdom are 1n ; ro 
other Searchings , let every one of us add the 
ſearching of his own Heart, to ſee what Sins, 
what bold, preſumptuous, unrepented Sins lie 
hid and lodged there, to lament over them, and 
to remove thoſe Troublers- of our Iſrael ; that 
God may yet take delight to do us good, and 
be once more intreated for the Land. 
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Let us confider, how much the publick Peace 
and Safety of the Nation, may be furthered in 
the Reformation and Amendment -of a few. 
Tho the Sins be general, National Sins, and 
God might w'thout any injuſtice, exatt an Uni- 
verſa] National Repentance, never take oft his 
Aflicting hand, until we were all of us cither 
conſumed or reformed ; (tho God in his 
Juſtice might thus deal with us) yet in his Mer- 
cy he will be content with leſs. He would have 
ſaved Sodom for thedake of Ten Righteous Per- 
ſons, Gen. 18. 32. Nay, if in Jeruſalem there 
had been but one Man,that had execnted Judge- 
ment, and ſought the Truth, he would have 
ſpared the Ciry for that One's ſake, Fer. 5. 1. 
GOD is the ſame yeſterday, and to day, and 
for cver, His Propenſity and Willingneſs to 
ſave England, upon our Repentance, is as great 
in this our Day, as ever it was to fave Sodom, 
or Jeruſalem. And if fo ſmall a number as Ten 
Righteous Perſons would have faved Wicked 
Sodom, who knows, but the ſame (or perhaps 
a leſs) number might ſave this ſinful Nation 2? 
And again, confider, Peadventure there may 

be but one of that number now wanting ; and 
if any one here would {eriouſly ſet himſelfabout 
the Work, to reform, and :mend himlelf, he 


might 
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might become a Pablick bleſſing, ( by making 
up that Number) become the means of Preſer- 
ving the whole Land from Ruine and Deſttu- _ 


Ction. 
But put the caſe he ſhould not be fo happy, 
as to obtain pardon in the preſervation of his 


Countrey, yet he ſhould be ſure not to miſs of 


it in the fafety of himſelf. Noah, Daniel and 
Fob, though they could not deliver the ſinful 
City, (when,God had deemed it to final De- 
ſtruction) yet did they deliver their own Souls, 
Exzck. 14-22. This therefore every true peni- 
tent Sinner ſhall be ſure to gain by his repen- 
tance, that ( tho peradventure God will not be 
intreated for the Land, and he may not live to 
ſce an end of the Evils we feel, and of thoſe 
greater we may juſtly fear, yet) come what will 
come, he himfelf ſhall be ſure of Peace in the 
midſt of Tumults; ſuch Peace, as the World 
cannot give, and fuch,as Man cannot take away; 
Peace of conſcience here, and Peace which paſ- 
ſeth all Underſtanding, Peace with GOD here- 
after ; Which GOD grant unto us all for the 
Merits of CHRIST JESUS. Amer. |
